It is suggested that a member of the family be appointed historian 
to make the necessary entries in this record, and he, or she, should be 
given all data requisite for the purpose. 

The foregoing instructions are to be regarded as merely sugges- 
tive; the owner of the record may, of course, follow any arrangement 
that will be most satisfactory to him, and include any families or indi- 
viduals he desires to appear in the compilation. 

In addition to the use of this record for individuals who were 
members of the Church in life, it is advised that the eldest representa- 
tive of each family line obtain a record book in which to enter Temple 
ordinances performed in behalf of the dead, and that that sacred labor 
be faithfully prosecuted.
